BOARD OF HEALTH | 


REPORT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEB. 15, 1899. 


In making this our second annual report we are pleased 
to state that our duties have been much less arduous the 
past year than.during the memorable year of 97, when scar- 
let fever was-epidemic; as this dreaded malady has not re- 
reappear within a year, we feel that our effort for its sup- 
pression were successful. There is at present much sick- 
ness throughout the country and many fatalities, however 
we trust that the cause is not traceable to improper sani- 
tary conditions. | 

Your attention is called to the mortality of consumption 
which is the most fatal disease in our state, upwards of one 
thousand dying :niually from this cause; :it is one of the 
nost dangerous of communicable diseases, and too much care 
sannot be exercised by patients with this ailment in the 
care of the sputun, which contain the deadly germs. Con- 
sumptives should not spit promiscnously about as is thought- 
lessly done by many. They should destroy the sputum by 
burning or disinfection betore it becomes dry, and thereby 
save their friends and perhaps their families from prema- 
ture graves. A’ greater portion of this years expense was’ 
incurred a vear ago, but not knowing the exact liability, 
it could not appear in the last report. | 

In con ‘lusioa we ave pleased to say that the small ex- 
penditure in ous depirtment this year, compared with one 
year ago, enables the Town to make a much more favora- 
ble finanetal showing.
